and until 1868 was itg sole owner ana
editor, In the latter year he moved
the paper to Walhalla.

In 1860 he was a- member of the sc-
cesslon convention, and in 1861 enter-
ed the Confederate service as captain
of Company B, Second Scuth Carolina
regiment. In the fall of 1862 he was
promoted to lieutenant colonel, having
commanded his company. wilh singu-
lar courage in the battle of Seven
Pines.

He died after serving as governor of
Nebraska about twu years and lia
body was brought back to Pendleton
and burfed, Ishen J. Rice, a South
Carolinlan and a graduate of Harvard
College, went oul, to Nebraska with
Col. Burt, and he, too, died out there.

Among
these he particularly mentioned Geo,
Blford He worked with Elford in
‘the office of the Presbyterinn Review.
This ofilice ‘was logaled In Columbia
where the Wright's Hotel stands. The
editor of The Revlew was Dr. Howe a
crippled man of gplendid Iiters\r:.r at.
tninments. = And George Elford was
the only printer in the shop who could
set the Greek phrases and senlences
that Dr. Howe would use in his classl-
cal coutroversies. You could get a
good picture of Dr. Howe as C#l.
Thompson described him to the news-
paper man: “He was a cripple and
would dirve down to the office Lright
and early everr muorvaing. He would
wobbla out of hls buggy and woblle
up the office steps on his erutches and
get to his desk as spry as you please,
and his face was as bright and cheery
as a now silver dollar, This Dr,
Howe was a warm advocate of pro‘.him.

ton O'Neale, and Judge O'Neale wus
sownd on the liguor question.”
